IN PRICE DEATH 


Coroner’s Jury Holds 
Photographer Died From 
Wound Inflicted by Mrs. 
Aline Blood. 


Mrs. Aline L. Blood, of S17 Ponce 
de Leon avenue, was held by a coro- 
ner’s jury Wednesday afternoon under 
a charge of murder pending further 
investigation into the death Tuesday 
night of Francis E. Price, 42, staff 
photographer of The Constitution. The 
coroner's jury. found that Price came 
to his death by a pistol wound in the 
right temple “inflicted by Mrs. Aline 
Blood.” 

The principal testimony at the in- 
quest in the funeral parlors of J. 
Austin Dillon centered around powder 
burns along the underside of Price's 
hat, and an alleged quarrel between 
Price and Mrs. Blood several weeks 
ago. Mrs. Blood, who was arrested! 
Tuesday night on a technical charge 
of suspicion when officers found that 
she was alone with Price on the 
sixth floor of The Constitution, had 
heen released from custody Wednes- 
day morning, and testified at the in- 
quest. Following the return of the 
murder verdict, she was rearrested. 

Price was found fatally shot Tues- 
day night in the lobby of the photog- 
raphy department on the sixth floor 
of The Constitution. Mrs. Blood, 
who was said to have been with him 
during the evening and who accom- 


panied him to the office, said that 
she went into the rest room on the 
same floor and that while in there 
she heard what she thought was a 
door slamming. She went back into 
the lobby to find Price dying on the 
floor a few feet from the door of bis 
private office, she told officers.
